OTWITHSTANDING the high cost of 
living and the steady increase in com 
modity~ prices, there are many Cara&dians 
who are much better off financially in this 
period of inflation than they would have 
been if the economy had preserved some 
semblance of stability.

The success of large numbers of 
quickly raising their own 
incomes blinds them to the fact that 
in printing more and more dollars to finance 
these enlarged income payments—in thus 
cheapening the Canadian dollar relatively to 
to gold—we have been destroying 
gradually but inevitably the real worth of 
the savings on which, as individuals, they 
depend for their future solvency.’
